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STaTIsTicaL.—There eighty- 
eight tobacco factories in this 4th 
Collection District in successful opera- 
tion. 
There are only two whisky distille- 
ries that are in operation at the present 
time. One in Warren county, owned 
by by Messrs. Christmas, Foote & Co., 
with a surveyed capacity of 974% 
gallons for day, while their operations 
the past season have proven remuner- 
ative and satisfactory. Yet they have 
not succeeded as well, comparatively, 
as the other Distillery, that of Oliver 
McMath’s, located in Chatham 
county. The surveyed capacity 
of this distillery is 21 4 10 gallons per 
day and the actual running average is 
28 gallons per day. The whiskey is 
sold at the distillery at $2 per gallon, 
cash and the demand is greater than 
the supply. 
To give an idea of what and how 
much grain is used in the distillation of 
Spirits, we will give the amount used 
OY McMath’s distillery for the month 
of February. Two hundred and sev- 
enty-five bushels of grain produced 
6694 gallons of whiskey and sold at $2 
~ gallon. The Christmas distillery in 
arren, though the average may not 
be asgreatasto the amount of grain 
for the quantity of whisky produced 
as the McMath distillery, yct the ca- 
pacity is more than four times as great. 
We therefore offer to our brethren 
Messrs. Ramsay and Hill, of the Tem- 
perance journals of this City the follows 
ing correct statistics of the whiskey 
manufactured in this District for the 
month of February. 
Thirteen hundred and seventy-five 
bushels of grain were converted into 
three thousand three hundred and forty- 
five gallonsof whiskey. Just think. 


Tak RIvER BripGe.—This gigantic 
structure, on the Raleigh and Gaston 
Railroad, about thirty miles Northeast 
of this city, which for the past twelve 
months or more, has been in course ‘of 


reconstruction, is now receiving its 
finishing touch.
